week : 
As to the outlook for turkey 
prices this season, it is too early 
to find authoritative opinion. Kan­ 
sas City dealers this week were 
offering 16c for this vear’s crop 
of 
young 
turkeys. 
They 
were 
quoted as low as 13c in some 
markets. This may or may not 
he a criterion as to prices this 
fall. If history reneats last year, 
it will take 18««/20c at shipping 
point to bring th<‘ turkeys in to 
dressing 
plants 
when 
the 
deal 
gets into swing. Conditions may 
make such a price out of line, and 
it is not mentioned as a suggest­ 
ed basis for operations. It merely 
is mentioned as what happened 
last year when there was a good 
crop of turkeys produced. 
The situation as regards frozen 


turkeys is not quite so good as 
last year. There were 4,287,000 
pounds in storage the first of 
the month compared with 3/756,- 
000 
pounds 
a 
year 
ago, 
and 
4,496,000 pounds two years ago. 
The five year average prior to 
last year was 5,061,000 pounds, 
so present holdings are in fact 
somewhat le< 
than average ex­ 
clusive of last year, yet consider­ 
ably heavier than a year ago. 
Thf* situation as to other frozen 
poultry is more favorable than 
a year ago, Total holdings on 
September 
1

pound- compared with 43,056,000 
pounds a year ago and a five 
year average of 43,023,000 pounds.

industry have shown considerable 
improvement within the last few 
months, particularly in the egg 
busine^A. However, general food 
commodity prices continue at a 
low level, and the outlook is for 
no particular boom in staple tom- 
moditles.
